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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 50-80 are allowed. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
2.1 Independent claims 50, 65 and 70: The current invention is directed to a 
multimedia messaging system, capable of playing a first message, whether it is a voice 
mail or e-mail, to a telephone through a public switching telephone network, and 
deleting all messages which have a common trait (sender, media, subject, time 
received, etc.), but different contents with the first message in the messaging system 
when a delete-all command is received from the telephone. 

Prior art issued to Kesanupalli et al. (US 6,603,837) discloses an e-mail system 
with a central server and a plurality of local servers, in that when an e-mail is received 
by the central server, copies of the e-mail is sent to each of the local servers, and a user 
may retrieve the e-mail by phone from any local server, the user may also delete the e- 
mail from the local server accessed. Once the e-mail is deleted from a local server, all 
copies are deleted from all other servers. Kesanupalli fails to teach deleting multiple e- 
mail messages with different contents. 

Prior art issued to Kunjibettu (US 6,697,458) discloses a synchronized voice mail 
and e-mail, in that when a voice mail message is received, a corresponding e-mail 
message is sent to an e-mail server, indicating the receipt of the voice mail. Once the 
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voice mail message is deleted, the corresponding e-mail message is also deleted. 
Kunjubettu fails to teach deleting more than one message, which have a common trait 
with the voice mail message. 

Prior art issued to Foladare et al. (US 6,373,926) discloses a multimedia 
messaging system, in that when a message of one media is received, the message is 
translated to other media and stored in other media servers. Once one of these 
messages in one medium server is deleted, all messages in other media servers are 
deleted. Foladare fails to teach deleting messages with different contents. 

Prior issued to Tatchell et al. (US 5,905,774) and Tzirkel-Hancock (US 
5,960,395) teaches deleting all voice messages from a common sender, or from a new 
or old message folder. Both Tatchell and Tzirkel-Hancock fail to teach deleting e-mail 
messages. 

2.2 Independent claim 75: The current invention is directed to a multimedia 
messaging system in that in that after a fax message is played to a user through a 
telephone, the user may instruct the unified messaging system to delete all messages 
having a common trait with the fax message, and at least one e-mail message having a 
common trait with the fax message is deleted. 

Prior Art O'Neal (US 6,640,242) discloses a unified messaging system able to 
play voicemail, e-mail and fax mail messages to a user through a telephone, and 
enables a user to manage his messages by voice commands, but fails to teach deleting 
multiple messages with different media. 
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Prior Art Foladare et al. (US 6,373,926) discloses a centralized messaging 
system, which duplicates and stores a received message in other messaging media 
formats, when one messages in one media format is deleted, other associated 
messages are also deleted. Foladare fails to teach a fax mail server, and playing a text 
message to a telephone.
